To top the cattle market in any of 
our large market centers is no small feat 
to accomplish.

Did you just take them to 
the well, pump a little cold water into 
them, souse it around the sides of the 
pails once or twice and throw it out 
and call that washing them? It wasn’t, 
though. You can’t be as careless as that 
and not have to answer for it in the 
quality of butter, 

Possibly you let the cream stand too 
long before churning.

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The Silo and Its Contents. 
Done thing is evident, we must have 
gome kind of succulent food for our dairy 

if we maintain an even flow of 
milk during the months when pasturage 
or soiling crops are not available. Some 
will argue that root crops are better 
than silage as a form of winter succu- 
Jence but the time has not come when 
our dairymen ‘vill grow these crops. Hired 
labor and other causes prohibit growing 
root crops on an average dairy farm. 

It is folly for us to value a ton of 
silage by the amount of protein of carbo- 
hydrates that it contwtins, It should be 
yalued from its succulence and its tend- 
ency to assist the cows ip assimilating 
and digesting their dry fodder and grain 
fcods in a more economical manner. 
Good silage is the nearest we can come 
to providing green pasture during the 
winter months. 

Good silage never injured a pound of 
milk or an animal that _was_ being fed 
if it was handled by an intelligent feed- 
er and did not come in contact with the 
milk after it was drawn from the cow. 
The great difficulty is securing the corn 
so that it will make good palatable food 
when it comes out of the silo. One 
cause is the faulty building of the silo 
No matter how good the corn is put into 
the silo, or how carefully or intelligently 
it is made, it is impossible to make good 
silage unless the silo is managed properly 
during the summer and properly tight- 
ened and the doors set tight before it is 


filled. . 

With us the round stave silo is the 
kind that proves the most economical 
form, although some are building con- 
erete silos and find them very satisfac- 
tory. Whatever form is built it should 
be arranged so that the inside of the 
silo wil] present no corners which may 
pull apart and allow the contents to 
settle uneven!) or be exposed to the 
air. 

For groviding silage for a dairy of from 


94 to 30 cows I would advise two silos 
one 16 feet in diameter and another 12 
feet in diameter. The larger one to be 
used during the winter months and the 


other during the spring and summer 
when pastures are failing. By this I 


mean where ordinary pasture conditions 
prevail and where the cows are being 
fed a liberal allowance of clover hay and 
other fodder. Many dairymen utilize a 
large amount gf ensilage but too many 
rely upon the silo too much and too 
little upon hay and forage crops. 

When building a silo it should be lo- 
cated where it will be most convenient 


for feeling the cows. This condition 
is very important. With land worth 
from $50 to $100 an acre and every 


pound of butter fat worth 25 cents and 
upward we must economize in saving 
and feeding all of our crops so that we

silage. 


We feed silage twice a day and allow 
each cow about what she will clean up 
with a relish when being fed hay once a 


day and grain at the time she is fed 
silage. The silo is almost a _ necessity 


to dairymen,of the present day and the 
fact that more are being built every year 
in the older dairying sections is evidence 
that silage is gaining ifi favor every year. 

For providing summer forage the Sgilo

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IT PAYS TO KEEP THE GOOD COWS, 
White Scours in Calves. 

This is a very fatal and contagious 
disease, caused by a germ, which an 
eminent French authority declares is 
identical with the one that causes ul- 
cerated lymphangitis in horses and 
broncho-pneumonia in sheep. The new 
born calf is infected through the navel 


or umbilical cord at birth if this germ is 
on the ground, bedding, or body of the 
cow when the calf is dropped. It is 
also asserted by the same authority that 
the germ caused “lung disease’ in 
calves, infection resulting at the same 
time as in white scours. Neither the seat 
of the disease nor the general symptoms 
are the same as in scours, but, Dr. No- 
card, whom we are quoting from, de- 
clares that he has isolated and identified 
the germ causing the two diseases, ana 
they are the same. He further states 
that both diseases can be prevented by 
a careful use of disinfectants, applied 
to the cow and everything that is like- 
ly to come in contact with the new born 
calf, The treatment that has _ been 
found effective in preventing infection is 
the use of a good disinfectant as ad- 
vised above, and to form a pad of two 
or three thicknesses of sheet cotton, to 
wash the umbilical cord in a one per 
cent solution of a standard and approved 
coal tar dip, wet the pad in the same 
strength solution, and bind it over the 
navel until the cord has dried up so 
infection is impossible. In securing the 
pad in place use a wide cotton bandage, 
long enough to reach over the back of 
the calf and secure it firmly. Wet the 
bandage over the pad twice a day with 
the solution, so as to destroy any of 
the disease germs that may have man- 
aged to get within the folds of the cot- 
ton.

These 
windows should be left open and covered 
with nothing but wire netting until frost 
comes, 

Pour coal oil all over the perches ana 
their supports, and the under side of 
perches as well. Use this material in the 
nest boxes after the old nesting material 
has been removed and burned. Repeat 
this application in about two weeks, and 
the red mites will not give you much 
bother during the remainder of the sum- 
mer.

Cement Barn Floors—E. 8S. A., Penn. 
For the barn floor that is not to carry 
a great weight the following is recom- 
mended for concrete base: 1 part ce- 
ment, 21-2 parts clean sharp sand and 
5 parts of loose gravel or broken stone. 
Finish the surface with a 1 to 11-2 inch 
layer of a mixture 1 part cement to 1 1-2 
to 2 parts of clean sharp sand. Thick- 
ness of floor from 4 to 8 inches, depend- 
ing upon weight to be carried. Finish 
coat should be put on before concrete 
has set. Make in sections not to exceed 
6 ft. square. 

Government Whitewash.—L. H. H., 
Same as used on White House at

Washington. Take 1-2 bushel unslacked 
lime, slack with warm water, cover it 


during the process to keep in the steam; 
strain the liquid through a fine sieve or 
strainer; add 1 peck salt previously well 
dissolved in warm water, 3 pounds of 
ground rice boiled to a thin paste and 
stit in boiling hot; 1-2 pound powdered 
Spanish whiting and 1 pound glue which 
has been previously dissolved over a slow 
fre, and add 5 gallons of hot water to 
the mixture, stir well and let it stand for 
a few days, covered up from the dirt. 
Whitewash should be put on hot. One 
pint of the mixture will cover a square 
yard, properly applied. Small brushes 
are best. There is nothing that can com- 
pare with it for outside or inside work, 


and it retains its brilliancy for many 
years. Coloring matter may be put in 


and made of any shade, Spanish brown, 
yellow ochre, or common clay. 

Preserving Eggs—B. O. B., Minn. The 
lime-water method is as follows: Slack 
a few lumps of quick lime in a large 
vessel of water. After the lime has set- 
tled, the clear liquid is poured over per- 
fectly fresh eggs in a clean jar. A very 
small amount of the slaked lime is then 
added. After a few days a thick crust 
will form on the surface which should 
not be disturbed. Water Glass Method 
—One part water glass diluted with from 
ten to twenty parts of water. A 10 
fer cent solution is best. Cover eggs in 
solution in stone crock. Water glass 
may be obtained from your local drug- 
gist. 

Discing Alfalfa Spots.—Sub.,° Neb. 
Where spots occur put on dise in August 
and disc spots, then rake over and sow 
alfalfa seed broadcast. Give a light 
raking after seed has been sown. 

Shipping Grapes—G.F.M., Ills Grapes 
should be allowed to hang on vines until 
ripe. Do not pick when bunches are 
damp or wet. Best picked during the 
heat of day. Handle in shallow hoxes 
or trays—pack and ship. the following 
morning. Go over bunches and cut out 
all immature or poorly developed berries 





with a pair of slender pointed grape 
shears. 8 lb. climax baskets are best 
to ship grapes in. 

Potting Soil—K. O. H., Ill. A good 
potting soil is made: as follows: One 
part garden loam: one part of turfy 


matter scraped from the lower part of 
sod containing fine roots: one part well 
totted manure and sand half and half 

What is a broiler or roaster?—O. H., 
Mo. They are not the same. A broiler 
is a chick demanded by the market for 
broiling purposes and varies in weight. 
Small broilers weigh from a pound to a 
pound. and. a_i quarter. Large  broil- 
ets weigh from a pound and a half to 
& pound and three-quarters. Squab broil- 
ers three-quarters to a pound each. A 
roaster is a full grown chick not yet 
hardened in flesh, used for roasting. They 
are plump and weigh from four to five 
pounds’ each. These weights mean 
plucked, with head and feet on, and not 
drawn.

Harvesting Honey—A. B. R., Neb. Do 


not harvest the honey until all the sec- 
tions are sealed. It is better to let it 
ripen a little wlile in the hive unless 


the bees are staining or otherwise in- 
jaring it. Remove supers late in after- 
moon and allow bees to all leave, then 












put away where no bees or moths can get 
at it. 

Waterproof Cement—J. B., Iowa, To 
make a cement that is impervious to 
water add about 2 per/cent—or follow 
directions of makers—of what is called 
water-proofing which is sold by cément 
dealers. This need only be added to the 
surface coat, which* is richer than the 
interior. 

Ensilage cutter—F. D. W.. ll, We 
can not say that any one make is best 
but that class which uses blower is bet- 
ter than the old fashioned slat carrier 
where steam or gasoline power is suffi- 
cient to operate the blower. It can be 
placed right up to silo and silage blown 
straight up. The carrier must have 
more room and does not work well on 
windy days. Get a large cutter and one 
with self feed. Hand work is too hard. 

Lime as a deodorant—C, C., Wis. Air 
slacked lime will make a stable smell 
sweet but if used in manure gutter you 
lose most of the value of the manure 
because of the ammonia set free by the 
line. Better keep stable clean and use 
no lime in gutter. 

Winter Oats.—T. L. V., Texas. Win- 
ter oats are grown in some of the south- 
ern states where spring sown oats do 
not fill well. Best to sow with grain 


drill in fall at the time winter wheat is 


sown.

Seeding with Grain Drill. 

The grain drill is coming into use 
more and more as its valuable points 
are becoming known. Farmers can no 
longer afford to take chances of getting 
a full crop. It is the duty of the farmer 
to do all he can to secure a perfect stand, 
then if weather conditions are favorable 
he harvests a big crop, if adverse he 
can rest assured that he did his part. 

The drill that puts the grain right 
down in the seed-bed is going to give 
better results than if the seed is scat- 
tered broadcast upon the surface and 
harrowed in. When grain is cultivated 
in it is at varying depths and must 
necessarily sprout at different times. 
That getting the start will check the 


rest. When drilled at an even depth and 
left alone, it all sprouts at the same 
time. 


There is but one condition in which 
broadcasting and harrowing in may be 
superior to drilling, that is in an off 
year, when too wet. That lying on or 
near the surface will not be smothered 
out. But the grain drill can be set 
to run shallow when circumstances de- 
mand it.

‘T’ll box your ears.”"—‘I'll slap your 
jaws.”—“T'll break your neck.”—furn- 
ishes her counterpart in the schoolroom. 
The boy or girl who has a proper regard 
for the school surroundings, for the 
teacher, for their fellow pupils, reflects 
in his or her actions the character of 
the home circle—and the mother in that 
family will be found a lady in the full 
sense of the word. If she should have 
eceasion to reprove her child it would 
be in a language becoming her as “My 
son,” not “you little wretch,” “you waga 
bond” and the like.

Lecture No. 2. 


Sunstroke-—Be careful not to encour- 
age sunstroke. Fatal results often fol- 
low exposure to sun heat on days when 
the atmosphere is humid. Avoid as far 
as possible getting into the direct rays 
of the sun or becoming overheated. Do 
not drink alcoholic liquors, nor eat much 
of hearty foods. One has often warnings 
such as lass of @ppetite, drowsiness, 
headache, and general indisposition. The 
heart’s action is often weak, and breath- 
ing difficult. These suggestions should 
be heeded. The person should seek a 
shady cool place, bathe the temples and 
wrists in cool water, keep quiet and 
rest. 

In Event of 











Sunstroke.—The victim 

falls from unconsciousness, the surface 
of the skin is hot and temperature 
reaches the dangerous point of 110 de- 
grees. The pulse is first quite full bm 
soon fails, the face is dark purple, some 
times there is vomiting and froth in the 
mouth, the pupils of the eyes dilated. 
This condition may last an hour and if 
not relieved, exhaustion and death will 
follow. 

Place patient in shpde, loosen the 
clothing, give plenty of air, do not allow 
people to crowd about. Bathe the head, 
neck, chest and hands in warm water 
and relieve the heart and lungs of blood 
pressure, Use hot infusions or red pep- 
per, or ginger on the spine, extremeties, 
and on the stomach, or mustard plaster. 
Convalescence is usually slow and the 
patient is much mere liable to repeated 
attacks than before. A very slight at- 
tack may be treated like a fainting fi*. 
By sprinkling water on the face and 
supplying smelling salts to nostrils, then 
placing patient in a cool, shady place 
for a few hours. 

Cholera Morbus.—This summer diffi- 
culty caused by over-indulgence in eating 
improper foods and by sudden changes of 
the weather is really an acure in‘lam- 
mation of the stomach, extending down 
through the intestines and causes very 
great pain and cramps, Nausea, belch- 
ing and vomiting of greenish sunstances 
from the stomach add to the trouble. 
The system becomes prostrated and death 
from collapse is liable to follow neglect 
of treatment. 

Treatment.—Take a few drops of ex- 
tract of Jamaica ginger, essence of pep- 
permint, or hot drops. Infusions of 
marshmallow or catnip tea to be given 
in place of water. Place mustard plaster 
or flannels saturated with liniment over 
the abdomen. 

Dysentary, (acute stage)—Give powd- 
ered ipecac 20 grains in four ounces of 
flaxseed tea. Keep patient quiet in bed. 
Place hot applications to abdomen and 
feet. After acute stage give injections 
of thin boiled starch, 

For THE Baby, 

The infant should sleep on a cot or 
cradle by itself, not in a bed with other 
people. It should have plenty of fresh 
water to drink, adjust the amount of 
clothing to suit the weather. Do not 
let the babe suffer from heat, neither 
expose it to cold or draughts. The flan- 
nel stomacher for babies should be worn 
in summer always. It prevents chilling 
of the bowels, a common source of diar- 
rheoa. The milk should be heated to 
170 degrees F. This ts sufficient to kih 
the germs in it but not make it indi- 
gestible as it would be if boiled. If 
the baby’s bowels re too loose, give 
scalded milk, until they become properly 
regulated. A little lime water should 
be added to neutralize the acidity in the 
stomach or correct the milk when it is 
on the point of turning though not actu- 
ally sour, 

To make lime water, take a piece of 
unslacked lime the size of a hen’s egg, 
pour on a quart of perfectly pure water. 
Shake well, allow to settle, and use from 
the clear water on top. 

Bottles and nipples should be given 
especial care in hot weather. Nipples 
should be washed in scalding water, then 
placed in a vessel of clear cold water in 
which a teaspoonful of borax or sodium 
bicarbonate has been added to ‘each quart

must be given to containers for baby’s 
food inasmuch as milk develops poisons 
which are very dangerous. 

A little borax added to the bath of a 
child in hot weather 1s better than to use 
soap, which often promotes chaffing and 
discomfort. 


Cholera Infantum.—This disease takes 
off thousands of children who mivcht 
easily have been saved by proper sanitary 
precautions. Neglect of cleanliness, un- 
wholesome food, poor drainage, and poor 
ventilation cause a yearly slaughtering 
of the innocents. I hope, however, that 
the gospel of cleanliness and the open 
air treatment with the aid of competent 
health officials will give some day the 
little ones a fighting chance for life. 
Symptoms.—The usual time for de- 
velopment is about five or sfx hoprs 
and reach a dangerous point in 
twice that time. There is a frequent 
discharge of thin frothy substance from 
the bowels, food is refused, and vomiting 
takes place, prostration is great, often 
followed by unconscious’ stupor. The 
eyes roll back and the hands and feet 
become cold and blue. The face is us- 
ually pale and the nose pinched and cold. 
The abdomen and head are hot, internal 
fever is apparent, the pulse is fast, small 
and weak. 
Treatment.—Neutralizing cordial and 
syrup of wild cherry equal parts, half 
teaspoonful. Rub stimulating liniment on 
bowels. Give sponge bath of warm wat- 
er, keep the child quiet, but give it plenty 
of fresh air. Keep the feet warm with 
flannels, and give plenty of cold water 
to drink. As soon as possible the child 
should be taken to the country or where 
the air is fresh and pure.
